CLEVELAND (AP) — Three 
men who receiv ed the heart and 
kidney s of a 25-y ear-old Arkan- 
sas woman in a series of trails- 
plant operations at the Clev e­ 
land Clinic were all reported in 
satisfactory condition today . 
A team of fou r su rgeons and 
10 assistants headed 
by Dr. 
Donald B. Effler transplanted 
the heart of Barbara Smith to 
Dellett H. Lawson Sr., 50, of 
Akron. 


Immediately after the heart 
operation 
Wednesday 
another 
team of su rgeons transplanted 
Mrs. Smith’s kidney s to Robert 
Clapper, 29 , Minerv a, and Char­ 
les Mu ndy , 21, of Detroit, Mich. 
The heart transplant was the 
first in the Midwest and the 
world’s 40th. 
Clinic officials refu sed to re­ 
lease details of the operations. 
Mrs. Smith, a div orcee with 
one child, worked as a waitress 
a t a tru ck stop in Walnu t Ridge, 
Ark. 
Su nday she hitched a lift with 
tru ck driv er Jam es Welch, 36 , 
of Hou ston, Tex . 
She su ffered ex tensiv e head 
inju ries Monday when the trac- 
tor-trailer Welch was driv ing 
from Hou ston to Toronto ov er­ 
tu rned in Clev eland. 
Mrs. Smith died W’ednesday 
at the clinic. 
Permission for the transplant 
was giv en by Mrs. Smith’s sis

LBJ Popularity 


At Record- Low 


PRINCETON, N.J. (AP) — 
President Johnson's popu larity 
among Americans has hit a 
record low, according to the 
Gallu p Poll. 
A nationwide su rv ey shows 
that only 35 per cent of those 
qu estioned approv ed of the way 
the President is performing his 
job, the poll said Wednesday . 
Some 52 per cent disapprov ed. 
President Johnson’s prev iou s 
low in popu larity was 36 per 
cent last March, ju st before he 
said he was limiting bombing of 
North Vietnam and wou ld not 
seek re-election.

Donald B. Effler transplanted 
the heart of Barbara Smith, to 
Lanett H. Lawson Sr., 50, of 
Akron.

team of surgeons transplanted 
Mrs. Smith’s kidneys to Robert 
Clapper, 29, Minerva, and Char­ 
les Mundy, 21, of Detroit, Mich. 
The heart transplant was tile 
first in the Midwest and tile 
world’s 40th. 
Clinic officials refused to re­ 
lease details of the operations. 
Mrs. Smith, a divorcee with 
one child, worked as a waitress 
at a truck stop in Walnut Ridge, 
Ark. 
Sunday she hitched a lift with 
truck driver James Welch, 36,! 
of Houston, Tex. 
She suffered extensive head 
injuries Monday when the trac- 
tor-trailer Welch w*as driving 
from Houston to Toronto over­ 
turned in Cleveland. 
Mrs. Smith died Wednesday 
at the clinic. 
Permission for the transplant 
was given by Mrs. Smith’s sis­ 
ter, Thelma Elliott. Her parents 
Mr. and Mrs. Willie Lancaster, 
also gave their permission when 
they arrived at the clinic from 
their home in Lake Village, 
Ark. 
Lawson, a freight checker for 


a truck firm in Akron until he 
suffered a heart attack last 
October, had been hoping to 
have a transplant for several 
months. 
His 16-year-old daughter Syn- 
thia said her father told her: 
“ When I get my new heart I’m 
going to go back to work. I’U 
run to work and run back.” 
Lawson’s wife, Leona, 47, and 
a son, John, 22, were at the 
clinic when the operation was 
performed.

Ohio State University receiv­ 
ed a check for $4,764,460 rep­ 
resenting gifts and endowments 
on which the state has been pay­ 
ing interest. 
Ohio University and Miami 
University received $733,592 and 
$700,745, respectively. The total 
interest has amounted to more 
than $600,000 a year recently. 
Balance of the debt, amount­ 
ing to $4,268,779. consisted of 
school and m inisterial funds de­ 
rived from sale of surplus lands 
originally set aside for school 
and religious purposes. 
Early this year Congress re ­ 
pealed three congressional acts 
dating back to 1785, reserving 
the school and ministerial lands. 
This w-as followed by favorable 
action on the Ohio General As­ 
sembly and Ohio voters who au­ 
thorized liquidation of the debt. 
Cloud said til at since the con­ 
gressional action gave Ohio a 
free hand in disposition of the 
lands, he would recommend to 
the next General Assembly that 
these funds be used to support 
vocational schools.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
- Su­ 
prem e Court pornography deci­ 
sions and the uncertain impact 
of the presidential nominations 
were key factors today as oppo­ 
nents renewed their assault on ; 
the nomination of Abe Fortas as I 
chief justice. 
Sen. John L. McClellan, set­ 
ting the stage for today’s re­ 
sumption of Senate Judiciary 
Committee debate on the nomi­ 
nation, showed three stag party 
films Tuesday to staff aides of 
noncomifiittee senators. 
The Arkansas Democrat, pre­ 
sumably trying to drum up sup­ 
port for opposition to Fortas 
outside tile committee, called 


the films “degrading.” 
He said they “ ought to be 
shown at a committee hearing 
and made part of the record.” 
Fortas, as an associate jus­ 
tice voted with the majority has 
found two of the films not to be 
pornography. The vote becam e 
a m ajor point rn opponents’ a r­ 
guments just before Congress 
broke Aug. 3 for the 
political 
conventions. 
Some 
committee 
members 
saw tile films then. 
McClellan's showing of them 
Tuesday made it clear that the 
opposition to 
President John­ 
son’s appointment of Fortas to> 
succeed Earl Warren has not 


slackened. Warren has retired 
contingent upon Senate approv­ 
al of a successor, 
Less obvious as Congress re­ 
turns to work is the impact on 
the controversy of Richard M. 
Nixon's nomination as Republi­ 
can presidential candidate. 
Nixon was one of the earliest 
to say Johnson should make no 
nominations until after the elec­ 
tion. There have been predic­ 
tions that his selection as GOP 
standard bearer will blunt some 
support of Fortas from Republi­ 
can senators now more interest­ 
ed in party unity. 
Because the opponents h a ir 
the support of Nixon, some Re­ 


publican senators are wonder- , 
ing if this will force Sen. E ver­ 
ett M. 
Dirksen of Illinois to 
reassess his position. 
Dirksen. the Senate GGP lead­ 
er, strongly supported Johnson’s 
nomination of 
Fortas when 
it 
was submitted. Aides have said 
lately, however, that Dirksen 
may be too busy with his own 
re-election campaign to take an 
active part in the fight.

li, nit' co ntinu ing air co ngestio n o ver 
metro p o litan airp o rts, 
the cry most 
frequ ently raised is that some agency 
— the FAA. CAB or other federal 
au tho rity — sho u ld 
order rescheduling 
to sp read o u t the peaks and fill in 
the valleys. 
Bu t the first to back off were the 
FAA and CAB, the two agencies most 
directly 
concerned 
with 
regulating 
co mmercial flights. The reason for the 
u nu su al reversal o f 
bureaucratic form 
was the sheer co mp lexity of scheduling. 
Fo r examp le: 


S e rvic ing the New York City area 
alo ne requ ires 2.000 daily schedules 
Invo lving 15 airlines 
serving 
100,000 
persons 
traveling to 200 
points, in- 
chiding 70 foreign countries. Excluding 
shuttle flights, each of these aircraft 
schedu les is part of a network of hun­ 
dreds o f others, often with close-order 
co nnectio ns. 
Each schedule commits a $ 6-miliion 
airplane, seven flight crew members, 
airport 
accommodations 
and 
the 
ground crews whose job it is to keep 
the planes in safe operating condition. 


Little wonder, then, the government 
agencies were pleased to pass the slide 
rules and 
computers 
back 
to 
the 
airlines with orders to work out some 
improvements. Naturally, the airlines 
will 
be 
inclined 
to 
consider 
the 
economic return on their investment 
in equipment along with meeting the 
demands of their customers in a safe 
and convenient way. 
Needed is a clearinghouse set up by 
the airlines which can fairly apportion 
the more popular arrival and departure 
times. The CAB might also retain its 
authority to order changes when the 
danger of overcrowding appears. 
Since general aviation fills a s much 
as 25 percent of the workable air space 
around the major metropolitan airports 
during peak hours, attention should also 
be directed to diverting the smaller 
aircraft to fringe airports. 
There’s no longer much doubt, the 
convenience of a few must be sacrificed 
to the safe and serviceable operation 
of the major airlines which carry 
anywhere from 120 to 185 passengers 
per flight.

continuing air congestion over 
metropolitan airports, the cry most 
frequently raised is that some agency 
— the FAA. CAB or other federal 
authority — should order rescheduling 
to spread out the peaks and fill in 
the valleys. 
But the first to back off were the 
FAA and CAB, the two agencies most 
directly 
concerned 
with 
regulating 
commercial flights. The reason for the 
unusual reversal of bureaucratic form 
was the sheer complexity of scheduling. 
For example: 
Servicing the New York City area 
alone requires 2,000 daily schedules 
Involving 15 airlines serving 100,000 
persons traveling to 200 points, in­ 
cluding 70 foreign countries. Excluding 
shuttle flights, each of these aircraft 
schedules is part of a network of hun­ 
dreds of others, often with close-order 
connections. 
Each schedule commits a $ 6-million 
airplane, seven flight crew members, 
airport 
accommodations 
and 
the 
ground crews whose job it is to keep 
the planes in safe operating condition. 


Little wonder, then, the government 
agencies were pleased to pass the slide 
rules and 
computers 
back 
to 
the 
airlines with orders to work out some 
improvements. Naturally, the airlines 
will 
be 
inclined 
to 
consider 
the 
economic return on their investment 
in equipment along with meeting the 
demands of their customers in a safe 
and convenient way. 
Needed is a clearinghouse set up by 
the airlines which can fairly apportion 
the more popular arrival and departure 
times. Tile CAB might also retain its 
authority to order changes when the 
danger of overcrowding appears. 
Since general aviation fills as much 
as 25 percent of the workable air space 
around the major metropolitan airports 
during peak hours, attention should also 
be directed to diverting the smaller 
aircraft to fringe airports. 
There’s no longer much doubt, the 
convenience of a few must be sacrificed 
to the safe and serviceable operation 
of the major airlines which carry 
anywhere from 120 to 185 passengers 
per flight.

Say Off-Duty 


Police Part 
Of White Mob 


NEW YORK (AP) - Mayor 
John V. Lind say has ord ered an 
immed iate report on charges 
that off-d uty policemen were 
among a group of 200 white men 
w-ho 
attacked about 
a d ozen 
Black Panthers and white sy m­ 
pathizers in the Brooklyn Crimi­ 
nal Court build ing. 
The clash took place Wed nes­ 
d ay in a sixth floor corrid or out­ 
sid e a packed courtroom where 
three Black Panthers had a 
hearing on charges of beating 
three policemen Aug. 20. Three 
persons includ ing a white girl 
were Injured . 
Witnesses said the group of 
w-hite 
men—some 
known 
to 
newsmen 
as 
policemen—who 
had been unable to get into the 
courtroom slowly converged on 
the smaller group and then sud 
d enly rushed them. 
Blackjacks were seen swing­ 
ing d own through the air d uring 
the melee which was broken up 
by uniformed officers assigned 
to the build ing. No arrests were 
mad e. 
David Brothers, lead er of the 
Brooklyn Panthers, and Thomas 
McCreary , a member of the 
militant 
group, charged that 
their attackers were members 
of the Law Enforcement Group 
of New York, a militant group 
of police officers. 
Several of the attackers wore 
the presid ential campaign but­ 
ton of George C. Wallace, for­ 
mer Alabama governor. 
Mayor Lind say ord ered Police 
Commissioner Howard R. Leary 
to have a complete report on the 
incid ent. 
In the hearing Jud ge George 
Rad er turned d own a req uest 
for red uction of bail for the d e­ 
fend ants and ord ered the as­ 
sault charges referred to the 
grand jury . 


Teacher Strikes Postpone 


Openings Across Nation 
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By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Teachers striking over salary 
and other grievances have post­ 


poned the opening of the fall 
school term for thousand s of 
pupils around the nation. 
In Michigan, 67,700 y oungsters 
continued their summer vaca­ 
tions as 12 d istricts remained 
closed . Teachers in another 33 
d istricts agreed to work while 
contract talks continue. 
The New York City public 
school sy stem with 1.1-million 
stud ents was threatened with a 
repeat of last fall’s teachers’ 
strike as the head of the teach­ 
ers union said he would recom­ 
mend a walkout Mond ay. 
Last d itch negotiations be­ 
tween teachers and the school 
board continued in Philad elphia 
to avert a strike in the 276,000- 
pupil sy stem which starts class­ 
es Frid ay . 
A teacher boycott in East St. 
Louis. 111. was in its second 
week with 23,300 puoils affected . 
Negotiations Wed nesd ay 
were 
fruitless as the 9 00teacher un­ 
ion sought higher pay and a for­ 
mal working agreement. 
In Mad ison. 111., where some 
33 of the town’s 3.000 pupils 
picketed to get back in class, 
the school board went to court 
in an effort to return teachers to 
their jobs. 
About 100 teachers submitted 
mass resignations which 
the 
school board refused to honor. 
The board sought a circuit court 
jud gment to d etermine if they 
could 
hire 
replacements 
for 
teachers who refused to report. 
There were 10,000 school chil­ 
d ren out of class in East Chica­ 
go, Ind ., public schools with 5 00 
teachers striking for higher pay , 
smaller classes and a guarantee 
of a textbook for every child .

A teacher boycott in E ast St. 
Louis, 111. was in its second 
week with 23,300 pupils affected.
